Helpful  Suggestions  for  Planting 

Gladioli  and  Dahlias  are  easily  grown  and  will  succeed  under  a great  many  adverse 
conditions,  but  a sunny  spot  will  produce  the  best  results. 

SOIL.  Practically  any  soil  is  suitable,  but  soil  well-loosened  to  a depth  of  10  inches 
has  proved  to  be  most  satisfactory,  allowing  the  fibrous  roots  to  fasten  themselves  well 
in  the  ground  and  thus  gather  nourishment  and  moisture  in  a dry  season. 

FERTILIZER.  Stable  manure  can  be  used,  and  is  very  satisfactory,  but  this  must 
be  plowed  or  spaded  in  in  the  fall.  In  the  spring,  at  planting-time,  use  bone-meal  in  the 
ground,  and  as  soon  as  the  first  blooms  of  Dahlias  appear,  give  them  a light  top  dressing 
of  ordinary  potato  fertilizer  every  three  or  four  weeks.  Gladioli  do  not  need  to  be 
fertilized  if  bone-meal  is  used  at  planting-time. 

DEPTH.  Plant  Gladioli  4 to  5 inches  deep,  with  the  flat  part  of  the  bulb  downward. 
Dahlias  should  be  laid  flat  in  the  ground,  so  that  every  part  of  the  tuber  is  covered 
to  a depth  of  6 inches. 

TREATMENT.  Dahlias,  when  about  18  inches  high,  should  be  cut  down,  leaving 
only  two  or  three  sets  of  leaves;  they  will  then  form  a branch  at  each  leaf,  producing 
more  and  better  flowers  and  eliminating  the  necessity  of  staking  the  plants. 

Gladioli  should  not  be  touched  at  all  after  planting. 

WHEN  TO  PLANT.  Gladioli  can  be  planted  as  soon  as  the  frost  is  out  of  the  ground, 
but  three  or  four  weeks  later  is  most  advisable.  For  a succession  of  blooms,  start  plant- 
ing in  April,  as  soon  as  the  ground  can  be  worked,  and  continue  until  July  1. 

Dahlias  also  can  be  planted  as  soon  as  the  ground  can  be  worked,  but  to  prevent 
their  blooming  during  the  hot  season,  June  planting  has  proved  the  most  successful  in 
eastern  and  northern  climates. 

Cultivation  of  the  ground  every  week  or  two  will  help  every  bulb  or  plant  wonder- 
fully  in  its  development.
